Considering Islam as 
an ethical idea, he contended that the essence 
of Islam was the formation, preservation, and 
intensification of the sense of individuality, 
and it considered that the great thing io 
buman pature was not thought but action 
Among the virtues Islam inculcated were 


patience uuder adversity, charity, righteous 
ness, justice, truth, chastity, and the return of 
good for evil, while it strongly condemned

to destroy individuality. On the other band

ACCIDENT TO AUSTRIAN LLOYD 
STEAMER 

The Anstrian Lloyd S.8. “ Cleopatra,” 
(Captain Ivenich), which left Alexandria at 
4o'clock on Saturday afternoon tor Brindisi 
and Trieste, had to return shortly afterwards 
owing to meeting with a mishap in the New 
Pass. The “Cleopatra” and her captain have 
been on the regular express service of the 
Aastrian Lloyd between Alexandria and 
Trieste for years past and the Captain bears 
a high reputation for navigation and caution. 
As there were many ships passing through the 
Old Pass, it was decided to take the New Pass. 
The pilot lett the steamer, as nsual, before 
entering the Pass. The steamer when in the 
Pass struck against a rock, which made a 
hole in her-hold, number one. The water rushed 
in with great force and filled the hold. The 
captain decided therefore to turn back, al- 
though there was no danger as the system of 
watertight compartments acted excellently. 
The “Cleopatra” came back into harbour at 
5.30 pm and the work of discharging cargo 
from No. 1 hold was at once begun. The 
damaged cargo is as follows : two hundred bales 
of cotton, sixteen cases of skins and seven 
hundred and forty two empty casks. The loss 
is insignificant. The steamer will be taken 
to the dry dock at Gabbari, as soon as the 
weather improves. There were sixty-five pas- 
sengers on board. The mail was transferred 
to the train, which lett Alexandria yesterday 
afternoon with the Brindisi mail.

BIMBASHI REUFEE- 


There went to its long eternal rest yesterday 
the soul of Bimbashi P. H. Reofee. Its passing 
was of a supremely tragic character. In full pos- 
session of all bis facnities, the “Major,” as he 
was termed améngat his many intimates, was 
playing billiards in the well known saloon of 
Shepbeard’s Hotel at half past six on Satarday 
evening, when he suddenly complained of 
giddiness, and relinquished the game. He was 
immediately attended to by Doctor Brabant, 
and taken to aroom in the hotel, where he 
exhibited most serious symptoms. Other doc 
tors were called, and, in consultation with 
Doctor Brabant, the consensus of opinion was 
that the patient was suffering from hemorrhage 
on the brain. ‘T’be four doctors in attendance 
did all that was possible, and the condition of 
the patient becoming worse, it was decided to 
transport him to the Deaconesses’ Hospital. 
Here he never recovered from the state of 
comainto which he had fallen, and passed 
away yesterday morning at five o'clock. 

Bimbashi Reufee had experience of Ynuch 
active work in the field, and possessed many 
medals with clasps for services rendered in 
Egypt and elsewhere. He was one of the 
first to enter Cairo after the decisive en- 
counter with Arabi Pasha’s troops at Tel el- 
Kebir. For many years he was associated 
with the Police Force in Alexandria and 
subsequently Cairo. His assiduous and con- 
scientious labours ultimately resulted in his 
being appointed Governor of the Ghizeh Prison, 
whence he was transferred to the great central 
prison of Menshieh, as director, — a posi 
tion he held at the moment of his untimely 
death. 

The funeral took place from the Deaconesses’ 
Hospital at four yesterday afternoon, the 
service in the new cemetéry being conducted 
by the (baplain to the Forces. There was 
present at the mournful ceremony a vast 
number of sympathisers, and many beautiful 
wreaths were sent The cemetery was thronged, 
and it is quite impossible to give the names of 
all present, but we noticed on the cards 
attached to the floral tributes the names ot 
H.E. Co'es Pasha and colleagues at the 
Central Offige of the Prison’s Administration, 
Officials of the Central Office Staff, Mr. Edward 
Dicey, (°B, Mr. Felix E. Powell, Mr. and Mrs 
H.W. Tite, Mr. and Mrs, B.A.P. Schreiber, 
Mr. Richard Marburg, Mr. R_ Diacono 
representing the Hamburg and Anglo American 
Nile Company, Mr. H. Hope, Mr. Adam 
Scheuber, M. D., Mr and Lady Valda Machell, 
Mr. and Mrs. J.KC©. Braun, [brahim Bey 
Hilmy, Mr. J. L Preston, Count Geraldo 
Petracobi, Mr. Baumgarten, Mr. Henry Re 
nouard, Mr. Adelbert de Hebentanz, M.D., 
Mr. Oscar Flood representing Shepheard’s 
Hotel, and there was a pretty wreath dedicated 
to the memory of the lamented gentleman by 
the staff of Shepheard’s Hotel.

The shareholders of the Commercial Indus- 
trial and Land Company of Egypt Limited 
have been summoned to meet on the 6th Feb- 
raary to consider the voluntary winding up 
of the Company. The directors of the Company 
are against this policy and we beg to call the 
attention of oor readers to a notice addressed 
to the shareholders, which appears in our 
advertising colnmns to-day. 

The date for the adjourned meeting of the 
Caire Estates Limited, when the question of 
that company’s liquidation, will be decided 
on, will be announced shortly. 

POR SUFFERERS FROM THE CRISIS. 

In these troublous times when so many 
persons are suffering physically as well as 
financially from the crisis, it is interesting to 
know that a special cure for persons whose 
nerves want calming, has been instituted in 
this city. We are ashamed toavow that we 
have never beard of the “Blue Chamber” here 
bat the Paris “Figaro” vonches for it and the 
information has been copied by many London 
newspapers. The following is what the “Figaro” 
says — 

“Experiments have been made from to time to 
test the effect of colour on the sick, especially 
on those suffering from nervous afflictions and 
mental disorders. In an institution at Alex- 
andria, where the rooms have been fitted up 
with coloured glass, it is found that ina blue 
chamber a restless person has been calmed ; in 
a red chamber a person suffering from melan- 
cholia, with a tendency to suicide, has become 
gay, and ina violet chamber a maniac has 


become sane.” 


The following is the text of a letter addressed 

to the Financial Adviser — 
Sir, 

With regaid to the appeal which has been 
made to you by some of the financial notabili 
ties of Cairo with a view to relieve the land 
and house owners from the prejudicial effect of 
the crisis which has fallen on the country, I 
beg to submit for your kind and earnest consi 
deration, the following remarks in the interest 
of the mass of the people 

In my opinion based on discussion with 
intelligent people of various classes and 
especially with native land owners the Govern- 
ment ought not to guarantee any loan except 
on the following conditions. 

Ist. That the Credit Foncier Egyptien who is 
to be trusted with this work should use half of 
the funds guaranteed by the Government and 
lent to him for loans under one thousand 
pounds and over three hundred ; one quarter 
tor loans under two thousand pounds and over 
one thousand ; and the rest under five thous- 
and and over two thousand 

2nd. That the rate of interest charged by the 
Credit Fonciershould not be over6 ’ in case the 
loan is obtained at 4 and in any case should 
not exceed two per cent over the rate of interest 
charged for the money gnaranteed by the 
Government whatever may be the amount of 
the loan. 

8rd. That every person should not obtain 
more than one loan from the Government 
guaranteed fund and on the condition that he 
should not have obtained in 1908 a loan from 
non guaranteed fands 

4th. Shoald the Credit Foncier refuse to 
follow these conditions the Government could 
take the matter in band by creating a special 
Departement for this purpose and profiting 
from the difference in the rate of interest 
which not only will cover the expenditure but 
will also leave an important surplus. 

The Government has already helped the 
Credit Foncier by lending them half a million 
of pounds but | have heard from reliable 
sources that the greatest part of this sum has 
been lent to rich people so that the reliet 
instead of falling to the lot of the relatively 
poor and middle classes has gone to strengthen 
the position of the rich who with a little 
sacrifice could hold their own and save their 
poorer and less favored fellow creatures from 
certain ruin. 

I am convinced that the able hands that 
direct the destinies of this country will not 
permit the interests of the millions being sacri- 
ficed for those of the millionaires.

VENICE is a 5 hoors’ journey by rail from 
Milan. and one of the most delightful places 
imaginable to pass a quiet stay. The total 
absence of vehicular traffic strikes one as very 
strange , no horse, cart, carriage or bicycle is 
to be seen, and yet there is the sound of life 
at every turn.
